DECKED IN. JEWELS 
SHE SOUGHT DEATH 


Mrs. Anna Abels, Twice Unhappily

He was in much more of a hurry than 
she was. 

In an instant he was beside her and 
had laid upon her a restraining hand.

Officer Dockery was surprised. The de 
liberate and almost hesitant manner in 


which Mrs. Abels has gone about drowning 


herself and led him to suppose that she 
would not much resent nn rescue. 

But she did. She struggled with might 
and main, and drew the rough edge of her 
hat across the officer's face several times. 

The rescuer called an ambulance, and 
Mrs. Abels was taken to the City Hospital, 


where she gave her name and where she 
subsequently repented of her suicida) deter- 


mination and rude treatment of her res- 


cuer.

What Dr. Igelhart calls a ‘‘low-down, 
greasy Bowery saloon” ts fairly common in 
England, where the “Public House Trust,”’ 
organized as a temperance measure by Lord 
Grey, is very successful. United States 
Consul Mahin of Nottingham ‘gives an in- 
teresting account of thie trust in his re- 
port to the state department. Saye Mr, Ma- 
hin: 

The origin of the enterprise dates ‘back 
to 1877, when the Rev. Osbert Mordaunt, 
on his appointment to a parish in Warwick. 
shire, found himself the trustee of a vil- 
lage inn left by a predecessor in trust for 
the parish. 

He decided to run the inn according to 
the “Gothenburg” systern, which, it is 
claimed, transformed Norway from the most 
drunken to the most country In Eu- 
rope. This experiment was followed by oth- 
ers. 

The successful experiments of the Peo- 
ple’s Refreshment-House Association led 
Lord Grey in 1901 to form the Central Puo- 
lic-House Trust Association, for the pur- 
pose of inaugurating a public-house trust 
company in every country. Beginning with 
Northumberland, Kent, Durham and North 
Yorkshire, local trusts have now been es- 
tablished in every county in England ex- 
cept Leicestershire, Oxfordshire, Berkshire 
and Buckinghamshire. Trusts have also 
been formed in Ulster (ireland) and in 
South Wales. In Scotland a Scottish Cen- 
tral Association has been formed this 
year. 

At the present time about one hundred 
and fifty public houses are under trust 
management. 

The underlying principles of the Publlo- 
House Trust Association are: 

The management of the house shall be 
on the lines of a house of refreshment iIn- 
stead of a bar. 

Food and a good variety of non-intox!- 
cant drinks shall be easily accessible to 
customers. 

The licensing laws shail) be strictly car- 
ried out. 

A holder of a license must study the 
comfort and health of his customers; his 
house must be scrupulously clean and the 
rooms comfortably arranged, well warmed 
in winter and well ventilated. 

The manager receives a salary, with in- 
ducements to push the trade in food and
